EGGS ALL THE YEAR ROUND. 
Writing on this subject in the Weetly 
Jrish Times, the Foultry

The general principles are that first the birds 


must be bred from winter layers. The 
breed is not so important as the strain; 
for often cross-breeds are far better layers 
than pure breeds. The hatching must be 
done at the proper time; the housing 
must be warm, shelter from wet being 
absolutely necessary; exercise should be 
provided during the time the birds are 
shut in, and the feeding must be of the 
right quality and quantity. Meat and an 
abundance of vegetables or green food 
are necessary. through the winter.

r. Plumpton mentioned the numerous in- 
ventions oí science which have been pressed 
into the service of man for the purpose of 
syed communication, such as the invention 

the steam engine, the telegraph, the tele- 
prone, the gnotor car, the airplane, etc. In 

ecember, 1903, Orville Wright and his 
brother produced the heavier than air 


machine, which flew 850 feet in 58 seconds, 


or about ten miles an hour. In March last 
Major Barnardi, the Italian aviator, flew at 
the terrific speed of 318) miles an hour, or 


about five miles per minute. The first prac- 
tical telegraphic instruments were invented 


hy Gauss and Weber in 1833, and by Sir 
Charles Wheatstone in 1836. Telegraphy 
proved to be one of the greatest boons to 
man, but the ideal aimed at was to transmit 


the actual voice, and it was the German 


scientist, Reis, who first produced the means’ 
of doing this—the telephone. That was in 


1861, about 25 years after the first practical 
telegraphic instruments had b invented. 
It was nét until 1876 that the American, 


Graham Bell, invented the telephone circuit 


that was to be of practical commercial use. 
IMPROVED TRANSMISSION. 


Various attachments had been invented to 


improve the transnfssion and reception, such 
as the loud speaker and the laryngsnhone. 
This latter is a most unique invention, as it 
is designed to be operated by the direct vibra- 
tions of the vocal chords by placing the trans- 


mitter lightly against the outside of the 


throat or larynx. Being quite insensitive to 
sounds travelling through the air, the voice 


is transmitted without interference by any 


extraneous noises, however loud they may be. 
Both in telegraphy and telephony a. connec- 
tion wire hetween the two points of com- 
munication was required, and that ‘imposed 
a limitation on communication. It. was to 
overcome this limitation that the most im- 
portant and interesting develonment in com- 
munication was revealed by Senor Marconi 
when he invented Wireless. The develop- 
ments of this system were numerous. amongst 
which he mentioned broadcasting pro- 
grammes, and the marvel that, while a man 
sat at his desk in London, he could ring up 
and talk to a man in New York. The send- 
ing of pictures by wire was an accomplished 
fact, and images of moving objects could be 
sent by ‘‘ wireless.” 
AWKWARD MOMENTS. 

“If thought-reading,’’ said Mr. Plumpton, 
becomes an acquisition of man, then I am 
afraid that there are some awkward moments 
ahead of us.” (Laughter.) — “Every suc- 
cessful enterprise,”” said Mr. Plumpton in 
conclusion, “depends upon communication, 
and I think you will agree that commerce 
could not be carried on without these 
facilities at your disposal.” 
Major Bryan Cooper said that the address 
was an interesting one, but he was reminded 
of the Scriptural text: “ Evil communications 
corrupt good manners.” The telephone was 
to some extent a corrupter of good manners. 
(Hear, hear.) He did not think it was a 
satisfactory service, at any rate in the Free 
State.

break of war and the date upon which 
Turkey found herself definitely in arms on 
the side of the Central Powers, the Mili- 
tary Mission, against the desire of its 
members—who wanted their baptism of fire 
in the German trenches—was retained in 
Turkey. General Kannengiesser wa-, there- 
fore, in a position to see with his own eyes 
what was happening in Constantinople 
during those months of indecision. He 
was, for example, actually present when 
the War Minister,, Enver Pasha, made his 
fateful decision to allow the Goeben and 
Breslau to enter the Dardanelles, at the 
same time giving instructions that, should 
the British warships attempt to follow, 
fire should be opened upon them. Turkey, 
of’ course, maintained her neutrality a 
while longer, and satisfied Germany by 
“‘nominally’’ buying these two warships. 


A BOOK FROM THE BATTLEFIELD. 


General Kannengiesser is, however, far 
more interesting when writing of what he 
saw and experienced as a fighting soldier 
than. when writing of political events. 
From the moment of Turkey’s entry into 
the war up to the evacuation of the Penin- 
sula by the Allies, he seems scarcely ever 
to have been away from the fighting, and 
he gives us a clear and vivid description 
of the whole of the campaign from the 
point of view of a German soldiex 

If for nothing else, the book would be 
valuable as a description of the campaign 
from that side. He writes his story almost 
without embellishment. Except for an 
odd sentence here and there it is simply a 
pure record of things as he saw them. 

To begin with, he describes, though 
partly at second hand, thesalmost success- 
ful effort of the Allied fleet to break 
through the Dardanelles on March 18th, 
the we of the Bouvet and the Ocean, 
their wonder that the attack was not -re- 
peated on the following day—‘' With their 
generally limited supply of munitions the 
Turks would have been in an evil plight.”’ 
He quotes two soldiers who were present 
at this bombardment ; one, badly wounded, 
shouted as he was being brought down 
from his battery: ‘‘ Let me just see one 
more ship go down ”; the other, as the 
fire burst on them: ‘‘ Comrades, now 
comes the hour for which our mothers 
bore us.”’ 


THE LANDING. 


After this bambardment it was fairly 
clear that the Allies would soon make 
another effort to reach Constantinople, and 
due and careful preparations were made 
with a view to the repulse of any possible 
landing. That landing was, of course, 
made on April 25th. “ At dawn an 
enormous armada of 200 ships approached 
the Dardanelles . about 4 o'clock 
in the morning, began an awful cannonade 
agcinst the coast. The guns were fired 
just as fast as they could be loaded. 
Those on the ships could work in absolute 
peace because they remained so far from 
the coast that no Turkish shell could reach 
. their armour. The transports lay still 
further behind and continued slowly to 
approach the coast.’’ k 

And then “the English rightly antici- 
— an easy landing. The battleships, 

ring continually, drew nearer the coast. 
Then they lowered launches, motor boats, 
pinnaces, lighters—in short, every form 
of boat transport . . . and still a 
deathly stillness reigned on shore. . . . At 
that moment, from the apparently dead 
ground, a totally unexpected and intensely 
heavy fire from guns, rifles and flanking 
machine guns fell on the landing parties. 
The torpedo heads which had been buried 
as ground mines exploded. The men 
stumbled on barbed wire in the water.” 

That is how the 29th Division got its 
foothold on the Gallipoli Peninsula—a 
division which was surely unsurpassed by 
any other during the war, 


SUVLA BAY. 


In the earlier part of the Gallipoli fight- 
ing General Kannengiesser was attached 
to an apparently incompetent and in- 
effectual Turkish Divisional Commander 
in an advisory capacity. He was also 
badly served by his interpreter—though 
he seems to have made no effort to 
replace him. The interpreter was, he 
says, amiable and pleasant—and efficient 
enough, except as an interpreter; but it is 
not a little astonishing that he should have 


been retained, as his Gernian was evi- 
dently not good. i 
Later in the campaign General 


Kannengiesser succeeded his Turkish com- 
mander, very much to the latter’s disgust. 
He was present when the troops arrived 
for the Suvla landing, and was there 
wounded. 

. He describes the astonishment of the 
Turks that this was not pressed home to 
full advantage. Significantly he ascribes 
as one of the four factors mainly respon- 
sible for the fact that the Turks held out 
successfully through the campaign the 
fact that there was. “beautiful, clear, 
flowing drinking water available on the 
heights of Gallipoli even in the hottest 
summer.” 

He is full of praise for the skilful 
manner in which the evacuation was 
accomplished ; also for the organisation of 
the communications, telephones and so 
forth.‘‘ I saw all this with envy,” he says, 
“when inspecting after the evacuation.’’ 

His translator, Major Ball, has put the 
work into robust and vivid English, and 
has done well, though he has apparently a 
lofty contempt for some of the conventions. 
For example, the book is strewn with 
split infinitives. Everybody, however, 
who is interested in the history of the 
Gallipoli campaign should read this book. 
He will find himself well repaid.

"Bus Speeds.

CONAN DOYLE’S CASE. 


Conan Doyle struggled to get his 
medical qualifications, and, when he set 
up in practice, patients were few and far 
between. He wrote short stories in his 
leisure moments when he was not attend- 
ing to his own housework or cooking his 
own food,. and conceived the immortal 
Sherlock Holmes. Soon thousands were 
waiting eagerly from month to month for 
the appearance of his tales in a popular 
magazine. i 

Warwick Deeping, too, took to writing 
when he was pursuing his medical studies. 
He did not meet with immediate success, 
but soon, with the inspiration of a wife, 
was able to give up medicine and devote 
his whole time to literature. Arnold 
Bennett was a solicitor’s clerk in the 
potteries, where ‘‘ he first saw the smoke,”’ 
and, meeting with some success in mis- 
cellaneous journalism, fought his way to 
the front by his distinctive novels. 

Jeffery Farnol had his manuscripts re- 
fused sufficiently often to break the 
average writer’s heart. He worked as a 
scene-painter till, by a fortunate chance, 
he met a publisher and offered him a 
much-thumbed manuscript for perusal. 
The book was published, and took the 
whole of England by storm. The success 
of his early works is lasting; for 
“The Broad Highway’’ and “ The 
Amateur Gentleman ”’ still sell in large 
numbers. 

Conrad was a sailor before the mast, 
rising eventually to be captain. Being 
Polish, he had to learn the English 
language slowly and painfully, and, before 
success came, he was very despondent of 
ever achieving anything of worth. 
Another sailor, Captain Frank Shaw, 
turned to writing after he had passed 
through the hard school of the sea from 
the bottom up. 


FROM VARIOUS SOURCES. 


The Church has its well-known names, 
notably George A. Birmingham, who was 
formerly Rector of Westport, Co. Mayo. 
Another, Ernest Raymond, author of 
“ Tell England ” and ‘‘ Damascus Gate,”’ 
confesses, for the encouragement of those 
who are abandoning hope, that he wrote 
for fifteen years before success came.

Robert Hichens, of ‘‘ Garden of Allah ”’ 
fame, was destined to a career in music, 
and Robert W. Chambers hoped to find 
fame in art. 

The early struggles of the famous short- 
story writer, O. Henry, are well known. 
Those who pursue this—the most difficult 
form of the literary art—will be en- 
couraged by the experience of Octavius 
Roy Cohen, the American short-story 
writer, whose work is in great demand 
here. Being determined to break down 
the editorial barriers, he wrote and sub- 
mitted considerably more than 300 short 
stories before he had one accepted. We 
have also a record of perseverance from a 
British author. The late W. L. George, 
during the first three years of his literary 
career, had 750 rejections.

COMEDY AT GAIETY THEATRE 


The Arcadian comedy, “ Marigold,’’ which

power, and each power to be free and 
unshackled in its own sphere; with this con- 
dition, however—a conden good for both, 
and of advantage to all men—that union and 
concord should maintained between them ; 
and that on those questions which are, though 
in different ways, of common right and 
authority, the power to which secular matters 
have been entrusted should happily and 
becomingly depend on the other power which 
has in its charge the interests of heaven." 

Leo XIII. developed, in other encyclicals, 
the above teaching to its full logical con- 
clusion. For example, in “ Libertas”’ 
(1888) he denounced, as “ tending to godless- 
ness,’ the giving of equal rights to all 
religions in the State, and declared that the 
State should profess Roman Catholicism 
exclusively. However, it is needless here to 
go into those extreme devolopments. 
that here matters is that, far from the atti- 
tude of the Roman Catholic Church having 
“ nothing to do ” with the State’s legislative 
sovereignty, Roman doctrine demands that 
that sovereignty be ‘‘ conditional ' on agree- 
ment with, and deference to, the Roman 
Church. 

Father Brown’s letter, then, seems to have 
misstated the position. Even, however, if 
in actual fact the present Irish position is 
as he alleged, the further fact would still 
remain that it would be opposed to Roman 
teaching, and, therefore, that Father 
Brown, as a member of an Order specially 
devoted to the Holy See, is bound to desire 
that it should be otherwise. In short, if 
ecclesiastical influence does not dominate, or 
at, least guide, the Censorship Bill, Father 
Brown, as a Jesuit, should desire that it 
should do so. I am surprised at his letter. 
I cannot imagine any country where greater 
evil would follow the recrudescence of 
sectarian quarrels than in Ireland, and, there- 
fore, to onlookers from England as well as to 
many Irish people, it seems a pity that this 
Censorship proposal exists.—Yours, etc.,

The extension “of. the 
franchise has created a totally new situa- 
tion. | Some millions of young people 
have been added ‘to the register, and the 
political advent of girls of twenty-one 
years ‘of age constitutes an incalculable 
factor in national affairs. Naturally, all 
three parties are making strenuous efforts 
to appeal to these young women. Their 
interests are being studied at party head- 
quarters with the greatest care, and there 
is little doubt that the party programmes 
will be framed with a distinctly feminine 
bias. Nobody knows, or can pretend to 
guess at present, how the young women 
will vote; but the experience of the last 
German elections, which were conducted 
under the adult suffrage system, suggests 
that the feminine influence will be used 
against extremists at both ends of the 
political scale. Contrary. to expectation, 
the women of Germany gave no support 
to advanced Socialism, preferring in 
general to cast their votes for the moderate 
Centrists and the constitutional Labour 
groups. 

At this stage of the campaign ev: 1ybody 
is inclined to be over-optimistic. The 
results of the Cheltenham and Tavistock 
by-elections have infused new life into 
Conservative headquarters, while, although 
the Liberals lost Tavistock, they argue 
that, but for the intervention of a Socialist 
candidate who. never had a chance of 
success, their nominee would have won the 
seat. The Socialists have had a fairly 
successful record since the last general 
election, and, very naturally, are trying to 
make the most of it. There seems to be a 
general belief in England that the Con- 
servative Party will be returned as the 
largest individual party in the next Par'ia- 
ment, but that its majority over the 
combined forces of Labour and Liberalism 
will not be sufficiently large to enable a 
strong Government to be formed. Some 
experts, indeed, go so far as to suggest 
that the stalemate of the 1923 election 
may be repeated. Be that as it may, 
neither the Labour nor the Liberal leaders 
are so confident as to predict that either 
party will have a clear majority. The 
Liberals, of course, have not the slightest 
hope. Mr. Lloyd George has thrown his 
huge political fund into the scale, and his 
organisers declare that they will place 
some five hundred candidates in the field 
next year. Even the most sanguine 
Liberal, however, does not believe that 
many more than eighty of these candidates 
will be returned. The only effect of the 
intervention of four-fifths of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s candidates will be to obscure the 
real issue between the Conservatites and 
the. Labour Party.

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England 's Pasture. 


A remarkable shortage of grass 
reported from many parts of England. 
The Agricultural Correspondent of The 
Times says that in many districts pastures 
probably have not been so bare since the 
drought of 1911. Scotland, Wales and the 
English northern counties have grass 
enough for their stock, but the deficiency 
is evident in all other parts of Britain. 
eastern counties, Kent and the 
southern counties as far west as Somerset 
all are very short of keep out of doors, and 
conditions nearly as bad prevail in the 
Midlands. This implies a fresh burden of 
hardship on the English farmers. Lack of 
autumn grass can be made good with hay, 
but seldom at an economic cost. When 
the herds are put on hay some weeks before 
autumn grazing normally. closes, there is

The flight of the Graf Zeppelin from 
Friedrichshafen “to Lakehurst was 
spectacular and splendid. The mighty 
vessel started from Germany last Thursday 
evening, and sailed swiftly over Switzer- 
hand, the South of France and Spain. In 
the neighbourhood of Gibraltar, on 
Friday, she sttuck across the Atlantic. 
She was reported off the’ Azores, and on 
Saturday evening, when she had crossed 
the ocean, tidings came from her “ where 
the remote Bermudas ride.” Headwinds 
irjured her steering gear, and her progress 
slowed down from fifty to twenty-five miles 
an hour. Nevertheless, courage and skill 
brought her safely over the North 
American Continent, and Washington, 
Philadelphia and New. York, in turn, were 
thrilled by the spectacle of this silvery 
monster from Europe gliding through 
their skies. She landed safely yesterday 
evening at Lakehurst, having been 111 
hours and 35 minutes in the air—a 
“record ” period. Fine as the flight 
was, and a second triumph this year 
for German aviation, it was less a 
pioneer exploit than an example of what 
soon may become commonplace. For some 
years attention has been concentrated on 
flight by ‘‘ heavier-than-air’’. craft, but 
students of aviation never doubted that 
the long-distance aerial transport of 
passengers, particularly in trans-oceanic 
journeys, would come into operation, if at 
all, through airships, not aeroplanes. 
Technical reports, which are not available 
yet, will show whether the Graf Zeppelin’s 
flight has surpassed, in accuracy, security 
and ease, former trans-Atlantic flights by 
airships, German and British. The 
making of the flight, despite an accident, 
in roughly four and a half days, shows 
that but little .improvement will be 
necessary to render the airship vastly the 
superior of the ocean liner as a means of 
rapid travel. Soon airships greater than 
the Graf Zeppelin ‘will be launched in 
England, and trans-Atlantic passenger 
flight will be brought yet one stage nearer 
to regular services. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL 
CAMPAIGN. 


PROHIBITION NOT AN 
ISSUE, 

The Times remarks in a leading article :— 
This day three weeks will see the election 
of a new President of the United States. The 
issues at stake are not so much obscure as 


non-existent. Kor practical purposes 
the Democratic Party had adopted, or 
at any rate acquiesced im, the tariff 
policy of the Republicans. With this 


line of cleavage removed, the only genuine 
point of difference between the two parties— 
with the possible exception of the somewhat 
antiquated and parochial squabbles. about 
State rights—disappeared. Prohibition is 
not, and cannot be, an issue for a number of 
reasons, the most elementary of which is that 
the President has no power whatsoever to 
repeal the Eighteenth Amendment. Indeed, 
Governor Smith has probably a larger body 
of ‘‘ bone-dry ” support reluctantly attacned to 
him than his opponent can boast or complain 
of. But if prohibition is not an issue, it 1s 
undoubtedly a factor in the campaign. The 
psychological effect of electing a “wet “' can- 
didate would give a powerful impetus to the 
movement for the repeal or the modification 
of the Volstead Act. 

Hitherto the party managers on both sides 
have preferred to induige m pious platitudes 
about enforcement, thus enabling the law to 
pursue a leisurely and elastic course. The 
“wet” vote is largely an urban vote. Not 
only the corn belt, but even a wine-grewing 
State iike California. is ‘‘dry,”’ because the 
value of the grapes has been doubled by 
prohibition. The problem can hardly he 
approached geographically, any more than it 
can be dealt with politically. 
Mr. Hoover is ‘‘ dry” and Governor Smith is 
“wet” presents rather the flavouring of 
their pcrsenalities than an esseniial point in 
their campaigns.

| AIRSHIP RISKS ‘TOO

German ayiation experts are not led 
astray by the popular jubilations to-night 
at the news that the Zeppelin has at last 
reached her destination. They consider 
that the flight of the Graf Zeppelin, 
though a fine feat under the circumstances, 
has demonstrated that the risks of such 
a journey are too great, and that airships 
are still far too susceptible to weather 
conditions that would have little or no 
effect on heavier-than-air machines 

The flights of the two British airships 
next year are, therefore, awaited with 
great interest, as it is expected that they 
will go = long way to settle once for all 
the controversy as to the usefulness of 
the dirigible as compared with a heavier- 
than-air machine. 

The special edition of the newspapers 
giving the news of the safe arrival of the 
Zeppelin were eagerly seized by the 
jubilant and excited throng. The relief 
felt at the landing of the airship is 
general ; for there is no doubt that at one 
period of the flight uneasiness as to its

POLICE CHARGE CROWD AT

LAKEHURST (N.J.), Monday. 


As the giant Zeppelin approached its 
destination this evening five thousand 
people crowded into the open spaces to 
watch the landing. These are but a 
fraction of the crowd which flocked to all 
the approaches to the city yesterday. 

At 5.35 the Zeppelin was over the 
mooring mast, but had not made fast to 
it. A line was dropped to the ground, 
and more than five hundred men helped 
to bring the monster to earth. 

They were assisted by several hundreds 
of attendants, who hung on to the count- 
less sandbags on the rails of the airship. 
Even in the darkness the damaged fin was 
plainly visible. 

As the Zeppelin alighted a crowd, 
numbering several hundreds, became im- 
patient after its two days’ wait and 
pressed through the police line, rendering 
difficult the task of making fast the big 
airship. 

The police charged, and there were 
numerous rough encounters before order 
was re-established.

'GOLDSMITH. 
COMMEMORATION IN 
TRINITY COLLEGF.

HE bicentenary commemoration of 

Goldsmith and Burke will be held in 

Trinity College, Dublin, on the 10th and 
11th of December. 

In connection. with the celebrations 
Goldsmith’s comedy, “The Goodnatured 
Man,” will be performed by the Dublin 
University Dramatic Society in the Uni- 
versity Theatre on the evening of 
December 10th, and an address on 
Edmund Burke will be delivered in the 
theatre on the following afternoon by the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Birkenhead. 

The Goldsmith play which has been 
selécted by the Dramatic Society was per- 
formed for the first time at Covent Garden 
in the year 1768, and is stated to have 
been attended with but indifferent suc- 
cess. The poet’s connection with Trinity 
began in 1745, when he was entered as a 
sizar. In 1749, shortly after his father’s 
death, he left Dublin with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts. 


BURKE’S CAREER. 


Edmund Burke was born in Dublin on 
January 1, 1730. After studying in 
Trinity College, where he took a 
Bachelor’s Degree, he went to London in 
1750, and became a law student in the 
Temple, but gave more attention to litera- 
ture than to law. His first work which 
attracted any attention was his ‘‘ Essay 
on the Sublime and Beautiful,’’ which 
procured for him the friendship of some 
of the most notable men of his time. His 
political career opened with his appoint- 
ment as Private Secretary to Mr. W. G. 
Hamilton, Secretary for Ireland, in 1761. 
After that he was Secretary to the Marquis 
of Rockingham, First Lord of the Trea- 
sury, through whose interest he first 
entered Parliament as member for 
Wendover in 1765. From 1774 to 1780 he 
was member for ‘Bristol, during which 
period he made numerous fine speeches 
criticising the Ministerial policy with 
regard to the Colonies, and advocated a 
policy of justice and reconciliation. In 
1782, when. the Rockingham party 
returned to power, Burke occupied the 
post of Paymaster-General of the Forces, 
and shortly afterwards he introduced his 
famous bill for economical reform. 

On the fall, in 1783, of the Duke of 
Portland’s Ministry, of which Burke had 
also been a member, Pitt again succeeded 
to power, and it was during this Adminis- 
tration that the impeachment of Hastings, 
in which Burke was the prime mover, took 
place. The later years of Burke’s life 
were mainly concerned with his struggle 
against the ideas and doctrines of. the 
French Revolution, on which question he 
separated from his old friend Fox and the 
Liberals who followed Fox. In 1794 he 
withdrew from Parliament, and three 
years later, on July 8, 1797, he died, his 
end being hastened by grief for the loss 
of his only son. 


THE STYLE OF GENIUS. 


The late Primate Alexander, in his 
centenary lecture on Burke, said, in dis- 
cussing the quality of his writings: 
‘‘Some writers have the geuius of style; 
some have the style of genius; Burke had 
the style of genius,” Matthew Arnold held 
the view that Burke was the greatest 
master of English prose. This view, how- 
ever, Was challenged by Mr. Herbert Paul 
in his monograph on Matthew Arnold, in 
which he gave his opinion that the 
sreatest prose in the English language was 
the prose of Shakespeare, a statement 
which led a number of people to realise 
for the first time what a lot of prose 
there is in Shakespeare s plays. 

The Burke bicentenary will be an event 
of special interest to the members of the 
College Historical Society. The Club, 
which was the forerunner of the 
Historical Society, was founded on April 
2ist, 1745, by Edmund Burke. This 
institution was the oldest debating society 
composed of students of Dublin University 
of which any account remains. . The 
present College Historical Society, which 
was founded in 1770, has exactly the same 
aims and objects as the original Club out 
of which it arose. i 


HISTURIC RELICS. 


Among treasured 
Society are -several 


possessions of the 
documents connected 
with Burke. One of these is the first 
minute book of the Club, inscribed in 
Burke’s own handwriting, and containing 
the records of the time when he was 
auditor—April«to July, 1747. A letter. of 
his is also to be seen, in which he replies 
with considerable diplomacy and firmness 
to a request for his good offices on behalf 
of someone who solicits his help to obtain 
advancement. These and other interesting 
relics will be exhibited by the Society on 
the occasion of the bicentenary celebra- 
tions. In addition to the address on 
Burke, to be delivered by Lord Birken- 
head, it is expected that a number of 
speakers from other universities will 
attend the celebrations and will take part 
in an-inter-university debate on the same 
evening. 

In the Society’s reading room is to be 
seen a recent gift to the Society, a portrait 
of Oliver Goldsmith, presented by the late 
auditor, Mr. B. W. Lloyd.

TEMPORARY MEASURES IN 
GREAT BRITAIN.

The company had sold the Canadian 
property to Canadian financiers twenty- 
nine years ago. By the new acquisition 
the company -will control throughout the 
world a huge organisation with a capital 
of £40,000,000. 

The authorised capital of the Canadian 
Company which has been acquired consists 
of 9,400,000 dollars (£1,900,000) in Ordi- 
nary Shares and 400,000 dollars (£80,000) 


in Preference Shares.

STEPS TO ABSORB 
COMPETITORS. 


CANADIAN COMPANY'S 
RECORD. 


From A FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Monday. 

The announcement that the Dunlop 
Rubber Company has obtained a con- 
trolling interest in the Canadian Dunlop 
Company is not startling. It signifies a 
continuation of recent practice, the Parent 
concern having during the current year 
acquired a substantial holding in the 
Dunlop Rubber Company of Australasia, 
which, although operating under agree- 
ments, was hitherto not financially con- 
nected with the British undertaking. The 
report, however, that £40,000,000 is in- 
volved in the transaction opens up a 
number of interesting possibilities. 

For this reason, that the authorised 
capital of the English company is 
£20,000,000, and the issued capital of the 
Canadian concern—presumably the Dunlop 
Tire and Rubber Goods Company, Ltd., of 
Canada—approximately, £1,000,000. 

Very little is known in this country 
concerning the Canadian undertaking. No 
mention. has been made,of it, either in, re- 
ports or at the meetings of the English 
concern, and, as the latter company’s in- 
vestments are classified only very broadly 
in its balance sheet, there is afforded no 
indication whether these include a holding 
in the Canadian Company’s Stock. 


CANADIAN COMPANY’S POSITION. 

This much may be said; however. The 
Dunlop Tire and Rubber Goods Com- 
pany, Ltd., of Canada, was inaugurated so 
far back as 1899, and now owns tyre, golf 
ball and other factories in Toronto, and 
distribution branches at some fourteen 
large cities in Canada. Of its 4,962,500 
dollars of Ordinary Stock issued, 3,150,000 
dollars, or approximately seven-twelfths, 
is held by the Tyre Investment Trust, 
which was formed in 1917, and which 
Trust has been in close association with 
the owners of the remaining five-tweliths 
of the issued Ordinary Stock. 

The Canadian company has passed 
through a lean period. In 1921 it paid 
Preferred dividends to that date, but has 
since not made a distribution on its 
Ordinary Stock, and in 1924 it was stated 
that two important factors affecting its 
business were the working-off of past mis- 
fortunes owing to dear material and the 
usually low prices for manufactured goods, 
through keener American competition. 


COMPETITION. 

In fact, it has been United States com- 
petition that has precluded better results. 
In 1926, although no distribution had yet 
been made, the financial position of the 
company was stated to be satisfactory, 
while the following year, still without a 
dividend, actually saw a credit to profit 
and less of over 24,000 dollars, and a net 
credit of cash of 400,000 dollars. 

At the last general meeting, held in 
July, of the Tyre Investment Trust, Mr. 
Wilfrid Dawson, presiding, said that :— 

"With regard to the Canadian Company, 
I am glad to report that they finished their 
vear with a considerable increase in the 
credit of their profit and loss account and in 
cash. This was after payment of dividends 
to date on their Preference shares and pro- 
viding adequate reserves.’’ He added that 
‘competition in that country Is as keen as 
ever, and we have information that there is 
the prospect of another large American com- 
pany opening up in Canada.”’ 

Those statements, which clearly indicate 
prevailing conditions, were made in July 
last. Prior to the meeting at which they 
were made, the Tyre Investment Trust 
circularised shareholders to the effect that 
the company had received an offer to pur- 
chase the whole of the Ordinary share 
capital, which offer the directors (holding 
some 400,000 of the 2,000,000 Ordinary 
shares of.-2s. each) accepted, being 
‘‘mainly infinenced by the development 
of the tyre business of late years and its 
cencentration in very large individual 
manufacturing units. Relatively small 
concerns like ours,’”’ they added, “ must 
either incur considerable capital expendi- 
ture or endeavour to be allied or absorbed 
by some of the larger companies.’’ 


IDENTITY NOT DIVULGED. 

The offer was accepted by a large 
majority, although the identity of» the 
purchasers has not to this day been dis- 
closed. The control of the Canadian 
Dunlop Company thus went from the Tyre 
Investment Trust into unknown hands. 
Is is interesting to recall, however, that 
the Dunlop Rubber Company, Ltd., in- 
creased its capital in May last by the 
issue of 2,050,000 Ordinary shares of 
6s. 8d. each, making a total issued of 
22,502,235 out of 46,800,000 authorised. 
The purpose of the issue was stated to 
be the capitalisation of some of the ex- 
penditure incurred on capital account 
(due to the expansion of business increase 
in plant and buildings), while the neces- 
sity was also stressed of large working 
capital owing to increased turnover. 


THE NEW CAPITAL. 


The new capital, it was said, would 
place the company ‘in a sufficiently satis- 
factory liquid position to deal with the 
volume of the business which is now offer- 
ing and in prospect.’’ 

Tempting as it is to arrive at the -con- 
clusion that a portion of the new funds 
was utilised in the acquisition of the 
Tyre Investment Trust’s ordinary capital, 
and thus of control in the Canadian 
undertaking, it is necessary to remember 
before being certain on this point that 
settlements in the protracted Dunlop liti- 
gation with certain past directors had 
been reached in all cases, except that of 
Mr. Wilfrid Dawson, who was the chair- 
man of the Tyre Investment ‘Trust. 
Whether this fact precludes the possibility 
above referred to must remain a matter of 
doubt. 

The announcement, therefore, that the 
Durilop Company has now obtained 
control of the Canadian concern leaves a 
number of prol$ems still unsolved. The

MINISTER,

Storey, Secretary, National Conference of 
Women, and Miss Long, Secretary, Civics 
Institute.

CHRISTIAN CITIZENSHIP 

COUNCIL’S RESOLUTION. 

The Free State Censorship of Publica- 
tions Bill was considered by the Executive 
Committee of the Dublin’ Christian 
Citizenship Council at a meeting held last 
Friday, and a resolution embodying the 
Committee’s conclusions was sent to: the 
Minister for Justice. 

Following are the terms of the resclu- 
tion :— 

That the Executive Committee of the 
Dublin Christian Citizenship Council 
recognises with appreciation the attempt 
made in the Censorship of Publications 
Bill, 1928, to. prevent the widespread 
circulation, especially among young 
people, of publications of a demoralising 
and depraving nature. It is, however, of 
opinion that, as the bill is at present 
drafted, the powers of suppression given 
to the State are much wider than is neces- 
sury for that purpose; that the terms of 
reference of the Censorship Board and the 
definitions contained in the bill are so 
vague and far-reaching as to be dan- 
gervusly open to abuse; and that the 
procedure proposed is such as to render 
the Board liable to popular pressure of a 
most undesirable kind. 

It, therefore, urges upon the Govern- 
ment so to amend the bill that its primary 
object may be secured without endanger- 
ing the liberty of the citizens. 

It considers that alteration appears to 
be specially necessary on the following 
matters :— 

(1) Section 2.—That the definition of the 
word ‘‘indecent”’ should be altered, espe- 
cially by the omission of the words “in any 
other way to corrupt or deprave,” so as to 
make clear that only sexual immorality is 
intended. 

(2) Sections 7 and 8.—That the words 
" public morality ” are too vague; and should 
be qualified by some words such as “in 
sexual matters or incitements to criminal 
offences. ”’ 


(3) Ibid. That the Board be instructed not 
merely to pronounce on the indecency, etc., 


of a publication, but also to advise the 
Minister definitely whether, in its opinion, 
such publication should or should not be 


prohibited, such prohibition to be complete 
or qualified. 

That the Board be authorised to exercise 
its discretion, taking into account the general 
character of the publication, literary merit 
and class of readers for which it is intended. 
Also that it be made clear in the bill, on the 
lines of the recommendation in the Report of 
the Committee on Evil Literature, that no 
publication is to be prohibited for religious, 
political or economic reasons, but solely on 
grounds of immorality or indecency. 

(4) That notice should be given to the 
publishers, booksellers and authors when a 
book is referred to the Censorship Board, so 
that they may have an opportunity of sub- 
mitting their views personally or in writing 
to the Board, the matter being treated as 
strictly private and confidential. 

(5) That publications advocating contra- 
ception should be brought before the Board, 
and that it should be authorised to exercise 
its discretion in these as in other cases, thus 
obviating the danger that ‘books or 
periodicals, otherwise quite unobjectionable, 
should be condemned on the strength of 
single passages or advertisements, and reliev- 
ing booksellers of the task of acting as 
censors of such publications.

The Graf Zeppelin, the latest and largest 
Zeppelin airship and the 127th of her line, 
has: at last safely. reached Lakehurst, near 
New York, after a flight across the Atlantic 
that lasted about four and a half days, 
remarks The Times editorially. President 
Coolidge’s Congratulations te her imperturb- 
able commander, Dr. Eckener, will be echoed 
in this country with the sympathetic under- 
standing of competitors in the same sphere; 
for we have had our successes and our tragic 
failures in the flying of airships, and we’ are 
at present building two more-of these craft— 
one intended for cross-Atlantic flights and the 
other for a possible service to Egypt and 
India. 

Crossing the Atlantic by airship is still a 
hazardous enterprise, and the flight of the 
Graf Zeppelin from Friedrichshafen was an 
even stiffer adventure than the crew of forty 
and the twenty passengers she carried might 
reasonably have expected after the thorough 
and satisfactory trials she had undergorte and 
the elaborate weather forecasts that wireless 
nowadays makes possible. Safety is increased, 
but schedules cannot be kept—a disadvantage 
that must hamper the development of the air- 
ship for commercial purposes. Plainly the 
days when travellers can voyage to New York 
by airship as a matter of. course are still far 
off. An immense amount of research and 
experiment remains to be. done before the 
Transatlantic passenger airship becomes a 
commonplace even in a world where the im- 
possible. is always being accomplished. 
Nevertheless, the achievement and the suceess 
of Dr. Eckener’s*cautious navigation leave 
solid cause for satisfaction. The experiment 
will be of the greatest practival valué to the 
science of the air.

“he Home Secretary is a man who is 
exposed to every kind of attack,’’ said 
Sir William, “and he gets it pretty 
often. It may possibly be in the near 
future I shall have to deal with immoral! 
and disgusting books. For instance, I 
have to deal with immoral, disgusting 
behaviour in our parks and public places. 
I have to deal at times with plays and 


this respect. 

““I am attacked, on the one hand, by all 
those people who put freedom of speech 
and thought and writing before every- 
thing else in the world, as if there were 
freedom in God's world to pollute the 
young generation growing up. 


“A LIMIT TO FREEDOM. 

“There must be some limit to the 
freedom of what a man may write or 
speak in this great country of ours. That 
freedom, in my view, must be determined 
by the question as to whether what is 
written or spoken makes one of the least 
of these little ones offend.’’ 

Speaking of modern youth, Sir William 
said that schemes of morality and 
philosophy were all very well for grown- 
ups, but boys and girls wanted the plain, 
simple truths—the old-fashioned religion 
that his audience and he learned at their 
mothers’ knees. 


IN THE DAYS OF HIS YOUTH. 

** Boys and girls are much the same as 
they were when we were young,” he said. 
‘““They are just as mischievous. I am 
bound to say, however, the circumstances 
of the time have changed. I am not at 
all sure it is as easy for boys and girls to 
walk the straight and narrow path as it 
was years ago. ‘The home is not what it 
was, the Sabbath is not what it was. All 
the various schemes for amusement and 
entertainment are not what they were. 

“led a simple life as one of a family, 
and I was.sbrought up to believe that 
Sunday was God’s day. That can only be 
if the home is right; if the parents are 
right, and determined to put aside their 
own amusements and pleasures on Sunday 
in order to train their children.’’

GENERAL'S ORGY OF 
BLOODSHED. 


MEMBERS OF DEPUTATIONS 
SHOT. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
CHEFOO, Monday. 

Although the situation has been qutet 
outwardly since Chefoo transferred its 
allegiance to the Nationalists on Septem- 
ber 3rd last, there s a_ considerable 
undercurrent of uneasiness. Since their 
advent to power the Nationalists have 
been attempting to fill all political pos: 
tions with their nominees, but the former 
Northern General, Liu Chen Nien, who 
also changed sides, has been indulging in 
an orgy of bloodshed to maintain his 
bailiwick. 

A Nationalist deputation of seven which 
called upon him on September 10th to 
arrange for the peaceful evacuation was 
subsequently found shot, the faces of the 
delegates being horribly mutilated. 

A subsequent deputation of sixteen 
Nationalists waited upon him, but they 
were all apprehended, and seven of their 
number were shot. More than thirty 
other executions have taken place by the 
order of this bloodthirsty General, whose 
satellites are beginning to feel distinctly 
uneasy. They fear that either his troops 
will mutiny, or that the well-equipped 
army at Tengchow-fu, sixty miles away, 
will march on Chefoo to avenge their 
commander, who disappeared completely 


after visiting Liu Chen Nien quite 
recently. He is believed to have been 
assassinated. 


In view of all these happenings, and 
taking into consideration the large number 
of British and foreign residents in Chefoo, 
the proposed withdrawal of H.M.S. Sirdar 
is regarded with considerable apprehen- 
sion here, especially as it is not proposed 
to replace her.

The Rev. T. M. Johnstone, íor the Tem- 
perance party in Northern Ireland, has issued 
a reply to the recent speech of the Northern 
Finance Minister (the Right Hon. H. M. 
Pollock, M.P.), who declared that there 
would be no local option measure submitted 


to the next Parliament in Northern Ireland, . 


THE GROUND OF APPEAL. 

First, we desire to point out that we have 
never, asked for local option on the ground 
that Ulster was ‘practically a hot bed of 
drunkenness.”’ 
we clearly stated that “ the very ground of 
our appeal for local option” was the fact 
that ‘‘ Ulster could claim a standard of 
sobriety higher than most countries,” our 
contention being that legislation in ° Ulster 
still lagged miserably behind the standard 
set in most other countries, and also behind 
public opinion and habits in our own. Yet, 
while not going so far as to describe the 
country as ‘‘a hot bed of drunkenness,” we 
do not hide from ourselves or others the fact 
that things are very far from well in regard 
to this very matter. There are 5,800 licensed 
houses for one and a quarter millions of 
people, or one for every 328 in the popula- 
tion, including women and children. These 
yublic-houses are oven for eleven or tweive 
báin per day, and even in these days oÍ 
poverty and unemployment are responsible 
for withdrawing from legitimate industry 
over four millions annually. If there is only 
one instance of drunkenness per week in each 
public-house, it means about 197,000 :n- 
stances of drunkenness annually in the Six 
Counties. and his is a conservative estimate. 

Secondly, we have never anywhere or at 
any time “alleged that the present unfor- 
tunate conditions of unemployment were 
the result of the drinking habits of the 
people '—though we have a letter from one 
of Mr. Pollock’s colleagues in the Cabinet 
admitting that ‘‘ drunkenness is in some in- 
stances a contributory cause of unemploy- 
ment.’’ - The Temperance Party have stated 
their position on this matter all over the six 
counties. It is that if we were to rescue 
the millions now spent on drink, and placed 
thesé moneys in those industries that ought 
to be developed for the general benefit, every 
unemployed person in the country would be 
employed. Our view in this matter is ap- 
proved by Sir George Paish, late Financial 
Adviser to the British Treasury. 

“ RAGING " PROPAGANDA. 

“Tearing and raging’’ is not a very de- 
corous phrase to apply to work that in every 
Fa of the country is carried on by the 
ocal ministers of the various Protestant 
Churches, together with other leading social 
workers of the community. If Mr. Follock 
had used these wurds in describing the 
present propaganda of the Anti-Pronibition 
Party throughout the country, people might 
have regarded it then as more appropriate. 
However, doubtless this is just «other of 
Mr. Pollock’s unique methods of showing 
his friendship to the temperance cause. 

Mr. Pollock’s statement that “ the Govern- 
ment and Parliament of Ulster had done 
more for the cause of temperance ‘during 
their short teuure of office than all tHe tem- 
perance organisations and all the platform 
and public oraturs had accomplished in the 
last fifty vears’’ is one of the very strong 
arguments that we rely upon for the justifica- 
tion of our present campaign. Why- should 
‘temperance depend exclusively upon the slow 
methods of platform and pulpit teaching 
when a single stroke of the legislative pen 
cán accomplish more than their fifty years? 
If a legislative Act of a minor character 
hás: in a few years wrought such wonders, 
then the Churches are vindicated up to the 
hilt in asking the Government to do a little 


more along the same lines, especially 
having regard to the Premier’s late 
admission, that we hud not gone “ yet 


far enough.” Neveitheless, we would like 
to know what would have been the fate of 
the Government's Bul in 1923 if there 
had been none of this platform and pulpit 
temperance oratory which Mr. Pollock affects 
so much to despise. Why, these were the 
‘ very forces which created the public opinion 
that made the passing of the 1923 Bill pos- 
sible. More than that, and possibly this is 
the fact which rouses Mr. Pollock’s ire, these 
were the forces which made the Government 


at Jast willing to father and pilot the 
measure. 

THE LAST WORD. 
The Temperance Party is not out for 
further “licensing legislation,’’ and it will 


be time enough for politicians when they are 
asked to say they will be no party to such. 
Temperance people are asking for local 
option, which does not, of itself, close a 
pra public-house, or shorten the hours of 
trading by a Second. What we are asking 
for is a constitutional principle, which in a 
democratic country like Ulster, the people 
have every right to obtain—viz., the elemen- 
tary right to protect themselves against an 
enemy—an enemy which the Prime Minister 
recently confessed had destroyed some of his 
‘own best friends. 

We do not agree that the quest for local 
option is “hopeless.’’ If Christian reformers 
had abandoned their plans every time that 
politicans had so spoken, the world to-day 
would be pagan and not Christian. The last 
word on this question will not be spoken by 
politcians hostile to the great reform, but by 
voters inspired by the voice of God. The 
’ agitation is the self-interested, 
unpatriotic agitation which aims at keeping 
Ulster spending four millions a year for the

The district around Harwich was shaken 
yesterday by a terrific explosion at the 
factory of the Explosives and Chemical 
Praducts, Ltd., in which five people lost 
their lives. The killed are:—Mr. Robert 
Pither (33), of Rowland’s. Yard, Dover- 
court, a married man, with three children ; 
Mr. John Sallows (38), of Queen street, 
Great Oakley, single; Miss Mary Jane 
Claydon (20), of Great Oakley; Miss 
Lilian Maud Lambert (21); of Wix; Mr. 
Richard Cockayne (35), works chemist, of 
Dovercourt, married, with two children. 


on Bramble Island, neat Great Oakley, 
and explosives. for use inj.mines, such as 
gelignite, are among its products. About 
eighty workpeople are employed. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

Work had not long started for the day 
when, without warning, there was a terrific 
explosion in a mixing shed. 
felt for several miles around, and plate- 
glass windows in the Co-operative Society s 
stores at Dovercourt were shattered. Many 
windows of houses were also broken in 
Harwich and in the village of Great 
Oakley. When the explosion occurred 
there were only two girls and two men 
working in the mixing shed, and it is 
surmised that Mr. Cockayne was killed 
while he was making a tour of inspection. 

Men and gigs 
buildings, fearing that they, too, would be 
involved, a fear that was not realised. 
Ambulances, with doctors and nurses, were 
sent from Harwich and Colchester, and 
police officers in motor cars were rushed 
from the neighbouring town of Manning- 
tree. When the débris of the wrecked 
building was explored the bodies of the 
five victims were found terribly mutilated. 
They had been killed instantly. 

BUILDING COLLAPSES. 

A moment after the explosion the 
wooden walls of the building collapsed; 
and a sheet of flame shot upwards. Build- 
ings near at hand were covered with the 
falling débris, and an immense hole was 
blown in the ground where the shed had 
stood. Difficulty was experienced in 
identifying the bodies. Dovercourt, where 
the window of the Co-operative Society 
shop was shattered, is five miles away. 
At Ramsey the force of the explosion blew 
open the door of the blacksmith’s shop, 
and many of the cottages in the district 
had windows broken and plaster shaken 
from the ceiling. Great anxiety was felt 
when the explosion was heard; for some 
eight persons from the near-by villages 
are employed in the works, and it was at 
once realised that something serious had 
occurred. 

The overcast grey skies and an October 
morning seemed to intensify the gloom 
of Bramble Island, with its bleak and 
desolate black wooden sheds standing 
behind the sea walls, far away from the 
main road. 

A WOMAN’S EXPERIENCE. 

Mrs. Gilbert, who lives on the main 
road at the top. of the lane which runs 
down to the explosive works, gave a vivid 
impression of the shock of the explosion. 
She said that she was standing by the 
fireplace reading a newspaper when she 
heard a loud report. ‘‘ The whole place 
shook, the windows rattled, and I was 
nearly thrown over. 

“‘Instinctively I said, ‘Oh, it is 
Bramble Island,’ and running out at the 
back I saw a large column of smoke going 
up into the air. It was on the far side of 
the island, and I could not see exactly 
what had happened.’”’ 


SOUND LIKE THUNDER. 

“ The explosion sounded like a clap of 
thunder,” a Great Oakley resident stated, 
“Tt was about 8.40 that we heard the 
noise in the village. The explosion must 
have been terrific, for the village is nearly 
two miles from the factory.” 

Mr. Barker, another resident in Great

I heard an appalling crash on the 
marshes, It was not a clear morning, but 
I could see grey clouds of smoke rising 
into the sky. The - whole pm TA 
seemed to vibrate ; crockery and glass an 
other breakables in the houses here were 
thrown on to the floor and smashed by the 
force of the explosion.”' 

EXPERTS ON THE SPOT. 

Mr. Rose, an auctioneer, of Harwich, 
said that he heard the explosion and felt 
the shock there. “TI thought the gas 
works had blown up,” he said. “It is 
safe to say that the explosion was felt and 
heard all over a radius of at least seven 
miles.”’ ' 

Home Office experts visited the works 
yesterday and conferred with Superinten- 
dent T. A. Joyce, who is in charge of the 
police, and “Mr, Baldwin, the manager of 
the factory. 

One of the victims, J. Sallows, or 
“ Sonny,”’ as he was known in the village 
of Great Oakley, was the sole support of 
his widowed mother.

KINGSTON-ON-THAMES. 


POSITION OF CHURCH OF 
ENGLAND).

CORK,. Monday. 

i The Harvest Thanksgiving Services at St 
‘Fin Barre’s Cathedral were brought to a 
‘conclusion this evening with a special Service 
for men, at which tht Bishop of Kingston-on- 
‘Thames (the Right Rev. F. 0. T. Hawkes) 
spoke of the present position of the Church 
of England. He was also special preacher 
at Morning and Evening Service in the 
Cathedral on Sunday. 

He began last night by stating that the 
Church of Ireland was the Church of his 
‘baptism and early years. He had never 
swerved in his loyalty to and love for the 
Church of his baptism. To the Church of 
England he also owed an imemnse debt. It 
had taught him that neither the Church of 
Ireland nor the Church of England was the 
whole Church; there was something bigger 
and greater; there was the Holy Catholic 
Church, in which they professed their belief 
every Sunday. That was an important point 
for all Churchmen to realise, Whilst they 
should hold a and loyally to their own 
Church, they should remember that there was 
the great Church Universal, to which they all 
belonged in every part of the World. 


The realisation of these two facts had 
made it impossible for him to identify 
himself with any one ‘party in the 


Church. On the recent Prayer-book con- 
troversy he had always remained out- 
side every partPand every Church movement. 
He felt that the Church was infinitely bigger 
than any party, and for that reason he was 
able to give a fair and impartial view of 
the Church to-day. 

When they read newspaper articles not 
altogether favourable to the Church of: Eng- 
land they, perhaps, would be inclined to the 
view that the Church was going to pieces. 
It was not. And it should be remembered 
that the proposed new Prayer-book was not 
the Prayer-book of the House of Bishops, 
but was the result of more than twenty 
years’ study on the part of three distinct 
schools of thought within the Church. 

THE REJECTED BOOK 

Discussing the defeat of the Prayer-book 
measure in the House of Commons, he said 
tha:, had the issne been left to the English 
members to decide, the measure would have 
passed. “We in. England feel very pas:- 
sionately on this matter,” he added. “ It 
was unfair that Irish, Scottish ‘and Welsh 
members, who are free to worship God in 
whatever wav they like, should have taken 
away that freedom from us.” He felt that 
they had been swayed by suspicion that the 
Church of England was turning towards 
Roma. That had partially been caused 
by a system of _ reservation. of por- 
tion of the Sacrament in some’ seven 
hundred parishes. for economic reasons, 
during the past five or ten years, and. also 
through a Service of Adoration or Exposition 
of the Sacrament in a very-smallnumber -of 
extreme parishes. : : 

With regard to the position to-day, he said 
that the registration or the rejection of the 
Prayer-book had brought the question cf 
Disestablishment much nearer, and he felt 
that, under the circumstances, it was inevit- 
able. and was bound to come sooner or later 
on some question. What would be the result 
of the bishops’ decision he did not know, but 
for the next three months clergy and laity 
would be in consultation regarding the pro- 
blems facing them, and they would decide 
on what tq do. 

That was the critical and chaotic position 


in which they found themselves, and he could. 


only say that had the Prayer-book been 
passed by Parliament the Church of England 
would have been placed in a,,positjon . of 
greater strength and unity than she had ever 
held.

“I have brought this prosecution to save

SALE OF RASPBERRY 
JAM. 


DERRY GROCER FINED £15. 


At Derry Petty Sessions yesterday, In- 
spector Bogle prosecuted William Wilson, 48 
Clooney terrace, grocer, for selling a quantit 
of raspberry jam which contained only 1. 
per cent. of raspberry fruit fibre, whereas it 
should have contained at least 5 per cent. 

Mr. Humphrey Babington (for Sir Henry 
Miller) appeared for the Corporation, wh 
conducted the prosecution, and Mr. W. S&S. 
McDermott for the defendant. . 

Inspector Bogle said that he purchased the 
jam in the defendant’s premises, and the 
price was 1ld. per llb. pot. He bought two 
other samples of raspberry jam that day by 
two other makers, one being sold at 9d. per 
llb. pot and the other at 10d. per Lb. pot. 
These on analysis were found correct. 

Mr. Babington said that the analysts certi- 
fied the sample in defendant’s case contained 
1.7 per cent of raspberry fruit fibre, and as 
genuine raspberry jam contained 3 per cent. 
of raspberry fibre the results of the analysis 
indicated the presence of at least 12 per cent. 
of fruit other than raspberry. 

Mr. M‘Dermott said that defendant bought 
this as raspberry jam from another firm, and 
sold it as raspberry jam. When he heard 
about this prosecution he went to the firm 
from whom he got it, and they said they 
bought it from Messrs. Gray ‘and Co., to 
whom they would write.

RATIONS LOW. 


CRITICISM BY U.S. NAVAL 
OFFICERS. 


From ReEvTeR’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

With her rations running low and her 
supply of fuel rapidly decreasing, the 
damaged German air liner Graf Zeppelin 
reached safety to-day after fighting fresh 
north-westerly winds at a speed of 25 miles 
an hour. She had been forced continually 
off her course ever since she left Germany. 
This morning’s newspapers all speak of the 
ruffled feelings” of ‘the United States 
naval officers at Lakehurst, who, they say, 
were extremely put out by Dr. Eckener's 
refusal to reply to repeated requests by wire. 
less yesterday to give his exact position. The 
Zeppelin’s wireless operator merely replied 
that he was too busy sending Press messages: 

The naval officers, however, are not con. 
cerned with the exigencies of the Press, but 
wanted acctrate information of the airship’s 
progress and movements. 

As one officer put it: ‘“‘ The Zeppelin is 
coming here as a commercial ship, but she is 
coming to a naval station by special invita- 
tion. In order to fulfil our ré/e as hosts, it 
is necessary for us to have knowledge of her 
0 ag: expected time of arrival, but this 

as been refused us.” 

Another officer said in an interview with 
the World correspondent : “ The Zeppelin’s 
action in ignoring the repeated calls of the 
wireless station to talk with her is a thorn 
in the side of the Navy which will rankle 
for a long time. In any event, she has been 
too long in getting here. 

‘“* Virtually the whole advantage of air ship 
travel lies in speed—the ability to make 
ocean voyages in half the time required by 
ocean liners. The Zeppelin’s delayed arrival 
is undoubtedly a serious blow to the argu- 
ment for dirigibles.’’

She 
went much closer to the Woolworth Build- 
ing than on her northward flight, but 
more than a few hundred yards away 
indeed, ‘and then with aeroplanes buzzing 
above, below, behind and before her, she 
dipped southward and was gone. ' 
PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S MESSAGE. 

When the airship was over Washington 
President Coolidge sent a message of con- 
gratulation to President von Hindenburg 
telling him that the flight had fired the 
American people with admiration. 

Earlier in the day Dr. Eckener had sent 
respectful greetings to President Coolidge, 
to which he replied in part: “It gives 
me great pleasure to congratulate you 
upon, the success of your voyage from 
Germany, and to assure you that your 
arrival is welcome as a symbol of the 
advance in air transportation, which has 
been so ably furthered by your own efforts 
and those of your compatriots.’’

FREEDOM BREEDS 
PHANTASY. 


SIR JAMES BARRIE AND 
THE CASKET. 


WONDERS WROUGHT BY 
CAKE AND WINE. 


Sir James Barrie spoke once more of his 
beloved Mary Queen of Scots when he was 
made a freeman of the old Border town of 
Jedburgh yesterday. In opening a bazaar on 
Thursday last in aid of the fund to preserve 
the old Manor House at Jedburgh, where 
Mary Stuart had lived; Sir James was in the 
mood of the phantasy... He told how he had 
visited the house and spoke to Queen Mary & 
shade. 

Yesterday he received the burgess ticket 
in a casket fashioned from the wood of a pear 
tree that stood in the grounds of the old 
Manor House. It inspired another phantasy :— 
“I daresay, by and by I shall be showing 
this to people in London, and telling them it 
is the actual casket connected with Mary 
Queen of Scots. I daresay, I shall even show 
them her finger-marks on it. That would 
make it sell for a very huge sum among 
collectors—especially American  collectors— 
but I promise you I will never sell my Jed- 
burgh casket.”’ 

On the side of the casket are silver shields 
carrying in relief Sir James Barrie’s coat of 
arms, and pictures of Queen Mary’s house, 
Jedburgh Abbey, and Peter Pan. Referring 
to the ‘‘ very serious and mysterious function 
called cake-and-wine banquet,’ which was to 
follow the ceremony, Sir James said that 
they would remember that the favourite wine 
of Mary Queen of Scots was Burgundy. She 
liked to drink it opposite a looking-glass, so 
that she could see the flush upon her beauti- 
ful throat as the wine went down. 

ON BROADCASTING. 

Yesterday, for the first time in his life, 
Sir James faced the broadcasting. microphone. 
His speech was transmitted by Jand-line to 
Edinburgh, and “was broadcast from Scottish 
stations and from 5 G.B. It was arranged 
that the ceremony should open with the 
ancient custom, whereby the inspector of 
pohce should declare the meeting “a lawfully 
fenced court,” and that, after Sir James 
Barrie had taken the oath of iSyalty to the 
King and the Burgh, he should be presented 
by the Provost with his burgess ticket, en- 
closed in the casket. 

“I daresay,’’ said Sir James, accepting 
the casket, “you have noticed I have seemed 
a httle uncomfortable, and the reason is be- 
cause there are two strangers present to-day. 
I refer to these two little gentlemen here 
(pointing to the microphones). They are two 
little policemen, ready to take charge of me. 
I do not know how they work, though I have 
listened-in once or twice in houses, but I was 
never quite sure that it was not reaily the 
people through the wall. I am tdd 
that they are able, once they be- 

in, to scatter me through Scotland. 
‘I have even heard they could escort me 
across the border into England, but it could 
only be done by creating an atmospheric dis. 
turbance. It makes me feel as if I were 
Prince Charlie, At any moment if I should 
suddenly be picked. up and have to go 
without even having time to say good-bye 
you will understand I am broadcasting. 

Sir James ther told of a midnight ride 
through Jedburgh which, he said,. his host, 
Mr. Oliver, took on Thursday night last :— 
“ He saw one rather interesting thing in the 
silent streets of Jedburgh. He saw what he 
took at first to be a procession of men 
trudging along with sacks of coal, but when 
he got nearer he saw it was the Provost, the 
Baillie, the Town Clerk and others, all 
journeying from this hall to the Council 
Chamber carrying pillow-cases, which were 
crammed with the takings of the bazaar.” 

At this point Sir James stooped down and 
listened intently to one of the microphones. 
“Not a sound,” he said. ‘‘It is evident 
these things are not going to work. For my 
part I am rather glad that the mechanism 
has failed to work, because it seems I am 
supposed to have an objection to broadcast- 
ing. I did not know it until I read about 
it. -I believe they were going to get me at 
Jedburgh; but I have won.” 

WINE’S MAGIC. 

It was at this point that Sir James spoke 
of the cake and wine banquet which was 
to follow :—“ It seems,” he said, ‘‘ that when 
we arrive at’ the Council Chamber on the 
table will lie all those pillow-slips still 
crammed, and the first duty of the youngest 
Burgess is to slit them open with a knife. 
After that there is the matter of: cake and 
wine. We shall drink our wine and then 
presently the Provost and Í are left, alone. 
We. produce our pipes. He does not smoke, 
but I have got two. We fill our pipes and 
this. is. a very grand sight. There are so 
many bank notes lying about that we make 
spills of them. Last scene of all. The lights 
are going out.. You come closer to the 
window. You see the Provost and myself 
etill there alone, but he is now. wearing my 
sprig of white heather (the sprig given to him 
last ‘week by Mary Stuart) and round my 
neck is his gold chain of office.’’ | 

Then Sir James. Barrie, as the new 
Freeman, walked with the Provost, Baillies 
and Councillors in procession to the Council 
Chamber, for the cake and wine banquet. 

When called upon to reply to the toast of 
““The Young Burgess,” he said :—‘‘I am not 
going to make a speech. For one reason, my 
voice has left me, and my heart is outside in 
the casket. The other reason is that this is 
the fifteenth of October. It was on October 
fifteenth, when Mary Queen of Scots took her 
famous ride — from Jedburgh to the 
Hermitage. She started off early and she 
promised to be back before dark, but it was 
not like her to keep her word about time. 
It is now four o'clock and I am getting 
anxious, so the best thing is to slip away 
quietly and see her home in safety.”’ 

AN OLD TRADITION. 

In honouring Sir James Barrie with the 
Freedom, Jedburgh has carried on an old 
tradition of acknowledging literary genius. 
140 years ago it had the distinction of being 
the first Scottish town to confer its Freedom 
on Robert Burns. Among later names sn the 
Roll of Honorary Burgesses are those of the 
late Earl of Minto, a former Governor- 
General of Canada, and Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie, the milliopaire _ philanthropist,

IMPORTANCE OF THE 
WORK AT GENEVA,

It was impossible to pretend that in tha 
League, or anywhere else, smal] States could 
equal big States; but there was no place 


where small nations got a bigger show, said 
Professor O'Sullivan, Free State Minister fc, 
Education, at a meeting of the Centra! 
Branch of the Cumann na nGaedheal |ast 
night in Dublin. Mr. O’Sullivan was one of 
the Free State delegates tu the recent meeting 
of the Assembly. 

He said that in no other place had small 
nations a greater influence in proportion to 
their size. There was an opportunity at 
Geneva for the assertion of nationality, but 
the assertion should not be merely negative: 


nation doing something of international 
value. The League of Nations gave a chance 
for the positive assertion of their nationhood 


THE FREE STATE DELEGATES. 

The Minister gave an account of the part 
played by the Free State delegates at thie 
recent meeting, referring especially to thie 
attitude taken up by them in the discussivn 
on the economic policy of the League. A 
person reading the reports of the world 
economic conference of 1926, at which both 
the United States and the Union of Soviet 
Republics were represented, got the feeling, 
he said, that the case of certain countries. 
like the Free State, had been forgotten. 
There were several countries like Ireland 
which were predominantly agricultural, and in 
which it was felt there ought to be a better 
balance between agriculture and industry 

The Saorstát delegates had pointed this 
out, and asked the League what would he the 
remedy for such cuuntries if a reduction of 
tariffs was demanded. They had said to 
the League, *‘ If you want us to forego the 
tariff method of securing a better balance 
between agriculture and industry what are 
you going to give us in its place; a negative 
policy will not do.” Various nations had 
supported them in this view, with the result 
that they had got a modification for the 
economic policy whereby it was acknowledge | 
that acoount should be taken of countries 
which were mainly agricultural, or in an 
early state of industrial development. 


THE LEAGUE POLICY. 

Some people might say that if the League 
went on to act without regard to the special 
needs of certain countries the best thing was 
not to go there. He disagreed with that 
view, because the League policy would yo 
on whether they were represented there or 
not, and the proper course was to be repre- 
sented, and to exert influence in the shapinz 
of policy. 

The Minister remarked that it was 
when one saw the League at work that one 
realised its importance. It was easy to snee! 
at the work of the League and to advance 
as a proof of its alleged futility that occa 
sionally a strong country could use unparlia 
mentary language to it without being called 
sternly to account. It was extremely foolish 
to regard that as proof that the League was 
futile. It was inevitable if the League con 
tinued to meet that the relations between 
countries would be influenced beneficially and 
that the course of peace would be secured 
Politicians were amenable to public opinion, 
and the growth of international opinion 
which the League was slowly forming would 
become so strong as to make it difficult, if not 
impossible, .for statesmen to ignore it, He 
felt that this constant meeting of the nations 
would make much for world peace

CESAREWITCH FAVOURITE 
‘BREAKS DOWN. 


EAGLE’S PRIDE PULLS UP LAME. 


A first-class racing sensation was provided at 
Newmarket yesterday morning, when Mr. F, T 
Halse’s Eagle's Pride, winner of last year's Cesare- 
witch and favourite for this year’s race, e 
down after a two miles half-speed gallop with a 
stable companion, Semey, at Newmarket. 

Prior to the gall oy ii wt, Mo ae ee veterinary 
surgeon, had exa he and had ex- 
pressed the opinion that he go in splendid 
condition. At the end of the gallop Eagle's Pride 
pulled up lame, and after J. nes, who had 
ridden him in the spin, had dismounted, could 
scarcely be persuaded to move at all. He appeared 
to have “gone” in his off hind leg. = ough 
this leg had never given any tronble befor 

. Martin, his trainer, gave instructions that the 
horse should be walked about, and after a few 
minutes the horse was able to walk back to his 
box close to the racecourse. 

Martin was unable to explain the matter, and 
said:—“I hardly know what to say. The whole 
thing is so extraordinary that I am still hoping 
that things are not so bad as they look, t 
is so amazing is that it was not until Dines 
pulled him up that he showed any signs of 
trouble. 

“ Dines informed me that after Eagle’s Pride 
had gone about a mile and three-quarters he was 
pulling hard. Now, he is not a horse to pull at 
all in the ordinary way, and the fact that he 
was pulling towards the end of the gallop showed 
that he must have been all right. When he finally 
got him into a trot the horse just stopped. 
cannot say whether he rapped himself or what 
happened. 

Professor Reynolds has him in bandages, and 
perhaps we shall know something more tonight. 
He is the sort of horse who will make a fuss 
for the least thing, and although I do not think 
he is putting it on, there is just a chance that 
there is nothing seriously amiss. I am. therefore, 
heping for the best, but, of course, I have been 
obliged to telegraph the owner to tell him the 
facts of the case.” 

Mr. Martin added that, although Eagle's Pride 
had been giving him a little trouble. he was 
immensely pleased with him until this mishap. 
The going at his home training quarters had been 
good, and the horse had given complete satisfac- 
tion. His stable companion, Steel Point, will not 
run on Wednesday, 

The mishap to Eagle’s Pride had an immediate 
effect on the betting on the race, and cansed 
the vther fancied horses to shorten, Brown Jack 
becoming favourite. A few beta at 50 to 1. which 
were taken about Eagle’s Pride, were for covering 
purposes only. 

A representative of Messrs. Ladbroke and 
Company, _ the. well-known London commission 
agents, said :—“ Eagle’s Pride was only quite re- 
cently backed to any extent. and therefore was 
not such a bad one for our books as some of the 
other horses z the race.” 

LATER MESSAGE 

Later in the day Mr. Martin informed a Press 
Association representative that the mishap to the 
horse had proved so severe that it would 
be impossible for him to run in the big race 
to-morrow. Martin expressed himself as being 
intensely disappointed. He said :—‘ Eagle’s Pride 
had given me entire satisfaction in his prepara- 
tion, and I was astonished to see him pull up 
lame after going so well in his gallop this 
morning 
Steel Point, who is also trained by Martin. will 
not take part in the Cesarewitch, consequently the 
Ogbvuurne trainer will be without a representative. 

ALACRITY ALSO BREAKS DOWN 
The Press Association’s Newmarket correspondent 
wires that Lord Beaverbrook’s Alacrity broke down 
after an exercise spin at Newmarket yesterday 
morning, and that the gelding will be scratched 
from the Cesarewitch. 


A HORSE AND TWO RIDERS. 


Visitors to Wye had the unusual experience of 
seeing a horse weighed out for one rider and 
finish with another in the saddle. This occurred 
in the Ashford Selling Handica Steeplechase, 
won by Fair Avis; for when Golden Duke came 
down two fences from home he unshipped his 
owner, Captain W. K. McMullen. Major H. Misa, 
who was standing close by, promptly caught the 
horse, remounted, and qualified for second place. 
According to the rules of the National Hunt 
Committee—“‘In steeplechases and hurdle races 
any horse getting away from his rider may be re- 
mounted in any part of the field or enclosure in 
which the occurrence took place, but should such 
horse not be caught until he shall have entered 
another field, then he shall be ridden or brought 
back to the one in which he parted from his 


rider. 

Any rider so losing his horse may he assisted 
in catching him and remounting him without risk 
of disqualification. And in the event of a rider 
being disabled. his horse may be ridden home by 
any person of sufficient weight, provided he be

YACHTING. 


THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE. 
IMPORTANT PROPOSALS 
DISCUSSED. 


The International Conference of the International 
Yacht Racing Union, presided over by Sir William 
Burton (Vice-President of the Yacht Racing 
Association) opened at the Royal Thames Yacht 
Club, Knightsbridge, yesterday. Delegates from 
the continental nations, and those of the North 
American Yacht Racing Union were present. 

There were several important FEAR on the 
agenda, but most were referred back to coin- 
mittees. 

In opening the conference the chairman wel- 
comed in the name of the Yacht Racing Associa- 
tion, the various delegates, especially those from 
Germany, who, he said, he was glad to see again 
amongst them. He was sure it would be the 
wish of the conference to see that country again 
representcd on the permanent committee. He also 
welcomed _ the North American Association 
representatives. 

A proposal as to the advisability of dropping the 
G and D factors in the international formula was 
discussed at length; but it was decided not to 
make any alteration in the existing formula. 

The North American Yacht Racing Union raised 
the question of the adoption of a class of 1412 
metres rating, and after this had been fully dis- 
cussed it was decided to leave this matter to 
Great [Britain and America to settle between 
themselves. 

The measurement of big jibs also came in for 
lengthy discussion, and after various delegates had 
given their views the conference decided to leave 
the area of these sails untaxed, as hitherto, 
Several technical advisers spoke on the subject 
of hollow masts, and after a long and interesting 
discussion it was generally agreed that there 
should be scantlings for hollow masts, and the 
matter was, therefore, referred to a committee, 
consisting of Sir W. Burton, Mr. Johan Anker, 
Captain Von Heidenstam and Captain Dixon. 

Mr. Lucassen, on behalf of Holland, proposed 
revised rules of the 12-foot international dinghy 
class, amongst them being the adoption of slab- 
reefs in sails. This. it was agreed, should be 
optional. The Vinutch delegate also asked the 
conference to consider the desirability of appoint- 
ing a. special international committee qualified to 
pass judgment in cases of doubt as to the inter- 
pretation of the International Racing Rules. or 
give this competency to the Permanent Committee 
of the I.Y.R.U. This proposal was referred to 
the Permanent Committee to settle as soon as they 
could, and report. 

The question of the framing of a rule for the 
sail area measurement between the foremast and 
mainmast of schooners was also referred to the 
hag ogg Committee. as also was the amendment 
for the calculation of the measurement of yachts 
in fresh and salt water. 

The conference wilt be continued to-day,
